TRIUMPH FOR HEBREW. 


Decision of the Curatorium. | 
> The final meeting of the Curatorium of the Institute of Technology was held 
‘in Berlin on Sunday. At this. meeting the’ resolutions which wete passed at the 
meeting of October 26th, and which led to the violent linguistic struggle in Pales- 
tine, were revised and amended. The new resolutions are based on those which 
were passed by the American trustees, who demanded that the Haifa Institute 
should become an entirely Hebrew College within seven years. The meeting on 
Sunday was attended by the Russian trustees, who fully agreed with the American 
members. It was resolved to give up the plan of annexing a secondary school 
to the Institute of Technology. 13 will now devolve upon the school which has 
been. established by the Teachers’ Association (Merkas Hamorim), with the 
assistance of the Zionist Organisation, to prepare the pupils for the Institute of 
-.Fechnology. 
With regard to the Institute itself, it was resolved that’ the courses in mathe- 
matics and natural science should, from the beginning, be given in the Hebrew 
language. It was further resolved that new teachers should pledye themselves to 
acquire a thorough knowledge of the Hebrew language within four years. 
resolution provides for the complete Hebraisation of the whole body of teachers. 
_ At the expiration of the first course, which lasts four years, the Curatorium will 
have to arrive at a decision as to the courses which are to be given in Hebrew. 
This decision will depend on the development of the Hebrew language and text- 
books. The demand made by the American.members of the Curatorium: that all 
courses should be given in Hebrew within seven years will thus be fulfilled. 
We are informed that Dr. C. Weizmann and Herr Motzkin have been appointed 
members of the Board of Management, in place of Dr. Schmarya Levin, “* Achad 
Ha'am,” and Herr Sokolow.

THE NEW BLOOD 


INFAMY IN RUSSIA. 


AN OFFICIAL PUNISHED.-——-RIOTING AVERTED. 


“FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The attempt to create a new blood libel at Fastov has already cost one official 
his post. The local commissioner of police, M. Malitzky, has been transferred to 
an insignificant townlet, because he not only declared that while at Fastov he would 
not permit any anti-Jewish outbreak, but because he also effectively prevented 
rioting on last week’s market day by posting special guards in all parts of the 
townlet. As a result of his removal many. pro-Jewish witnesses were at once 
intimidated. . The Real Russians, headed by their Kieff leaders, also made an 
attempt to enter the local Synagogue, and sent one of their band to request the 
Jews to convert him to Judaism and to perform on him the Abrahamic rite. The 
Jews, however, refused to have anything to do with the provocator. Despite their. 
efforts, however, the report of the police at. Zhitomir to the effect that one of the 
missing boys had been seen there at the beginning of February led to the release of 
the prisoners Pashkoff and Guthartz on bail (4500 and £100 respectively). Their 
release, however, was not effected before they and their wives became ill. According 
to the Real Russians, two other boys are missing and our enemies already attribute 
their partial failure eto Jewish “gold.” . The Novoe Vremya asserts that the 
Jews hdve raised the price of Christian meat to. obtain’ money for - the 
Fastov case. They have also discovered that Pashkoff was’ a. relative - 
of Beilis, and that he was “as important as.both M. Brodsky and Advocate 
Margolin combined.” The famous Professor Sikorsky upheld the. Fastov ritual 
libel in Aanm-interview with the representative of the Novoe 'Vremya and revived his 
idea of Jewish vengeance.’ He went so far as to advocate the prohibition of the 
Nevertheless, the efforts of our enemies have 
received a serious check owing to the bold attack of the AKiev/anin-on the inventors 
of the new libel, the-protests in the Duma circles, and the declaration of Advocate 
Zarudni that twenty-six peasants at Fastov were prepared to prove that the. 
murdered boy was the son of Pashkoft. . Many Christians welcomed the prisoners 

DISAGREEMENT IN THE CABINET, 

According to trustworthy sources the reports of the bad impression created 
abroad by the new libel have already borne fruit. The Premier pointed out to the 
Minister of Justice the advisability of suppressing the libel. The latter, however, 
took a different view, and replied by showing marked favour to the Real Russians 
during his stay at Kieff. 

The main obstacle to the settling of the Fastov libel is the policy of quibbling 
adopted by the officials. Among their “valuable”. proofs against the suspected 
Jews are their suggestions that the victim was buried near the fence of the cemetery 
because he was a non-Jew (as a matter of fact he was buried next the graves of all 


|. murdered victims at Fastov) and also that a relative of Pashkoff emigrated at the 


same time that Bellis left Kieff for Palestine! - As against these allegations, some 
officials, playmates, and other residents have identified the victim as the son. of 
Pashkoff. The injury to his eye and his clothes also testify to the fact that‘the 
victim was not one of the missing boys of Zhitomir. The confidence of. the 
Fastov. residents in the honesty of Pashkoff and Guthartz was so great that. they 
readily offered their houses (not possessing the necessary cash) for the bail required 


for them. The reactionary newspapers, and especially the Aieff and the Szizn 


Volhyni. are conducting a violent campaign against: the Jews, thréatening with 


dismissal the officials who are trying to find the missing boys at Zhitomir. 


Agitators are also lecturing in ‘the neighbouring villages and townlets, and 
teaching the peasants the “ ritual libel code.” A few newspapers have been fined 
for condemning the libel. M. Krasovsky, who took a prominent part in the Beilis 
affair, has gone to Zhitomir to search for the missing boys, and in the event of the 
continuation of the agitation it is intended to arrange that a commission of Duma 
deputies should visit Factov and make an independent inquiry. Advocate Grusen- 
berg is hopeful of a speedy collapse of the libel. , | dg oe 2

THE JERWSALEM TRAMWAY CONCESSION. 


THE ROUTES TO BE SERVED, 


Details are given in The Near East of the concession (to last forty years) for 
the constructjon and running of tramways in Jerusalem :— 


According to the contract, four separate routes of tramway are obligatory. They will 
all start from the Jafta Gate, the lines running outside the city walls through the new parts 
of Jerusalem which have sprung up to the northand west of the old city within the. mast 
thirty years. The first line will run west along the Jaffa Road to where the Ain karim 
Road branches off to the south-west at a distance of about two miles from the Jaffa Gate 
The line will pass first through the main business part of the city where are the banks. 
hotels, chief stores and foreign post-offices. Continuing, it will leave the extensive grounds 
of the Russian buildings on the right and further on the large grounds of the Industrial 
and Elementary’ Schools of the Alliance Israélite on the left, and, passing through the 
residential quarter, with its long rows of Jewish houses, it will reach the Ain Karim Road 
at a point where there is a Jewish Old Men’s Home on the right and a Jewish insane 

asylum on the left... The second line will also start at the Jaffa Gate and follow the Jaffa 
Road westward for a short distance. It will pass through the narrow and long streets of 


the Jewish colony ef Mushurum, crowded with houses and sinall shops. Passing another 


Jewish colony beyond on the left, the line will leave the new Montefiore Jewish colony at 
a little distance to the left, as also the large buildings. of the schools of the Hilfsverein der 
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will follow the north city wall, It will turn into the Damascus Road, and descend into the 
upper part of the Valley of Jehoshaphat. The fourth line will also start from the Jaffa 
Gate and rtin southward to Bethlehem.

THE. EXIEE OF ‘A JEWISH CHILD.”. 
The Moscow police have exiled the five years’ old son-of the Jewish midwite 


Boguraz, because her ailing husband resided in the Pale. For some time the boy 


lived with his father owing ‘to the objections raised by the police to his stay at 
Moscow, but as his father-was unable to attend to him he also contracted an 


illness, and his mother took him to Moscow. Thereupon the police immediately 
ordered his expulsion. . The mother made a special appeal to the Ministry, which, 


however, was ineffectual. 


Despite the decisions of the Senate Against the expulsion policy of the Governor | 
of Volhynia, many, more Jews were exiled.last week from the villages in the 
provinces of Volhynia and Poltava, as well.as from Polish villages. The Minister’ 
of the Interior again cancelled the expulsion orders in Volhynia.. : 


“JEWS DO NOT. NEED EDUCATION.”

FORCED TO WORK ON SATURDAYS. : 


I recently reported the fact that the Jewish cabmen.at Sokolka were pro- 
hibited from plying for fares unless they undertook to work on Saturdays. The 
Minister of the Interior has just admitted that the prohibition was illegal, but he 


added that it could anly be abolished on condition that the Jews undertook to hire 
qualified men to take their places on Saturdays. ‘This is, however, a condition 


prohibitive to the extremely poor cabmen in the townlet. 
THE SABBATH SECT. 


- Many instances have recently occurred of Russian authorities enforcing against 
converted Jews the anti-Semitic laws as ‘they refuse to recognise thei conversion 


and doubt their attachment to their new faith. The Government has now gone 


a step further. It has prohibited all members of the Seventh Day sect from 
occupying State posts because their faith is closely allied to that of the Jews! ©.

GREEK STATESMAN ON JEWISH NATIONALITY.

One of the most distinguished exponents of Hellenic culture in this city has 
expressed some interesting opinions to the representative of a Jewish paper on the 
subject of the establishment of a Jewish Chairat the University of Athens. Althougs 
his identity. has not been divulged, I have reason. to believe that. the scholar in 
question is M. Tchorbazoglou, Director of Foreign Affairs and of Public Worship 
and Instruction in Macedonia. He believes that Greece cannot but benefit from 
such a Chair as is suggested, for the whole glory of the Greeks was derived from 
the glory of the ancient Hebrews. He holds that the time has arrived when closer 
bonds should be established between the Greek and Jewish peoples, and between the 
Greek and Jewish religions, Incidentally he showed himself to be a strong advocate of 
the restoration to the Jews of their ancestral home and their national independence. 
‘Some months ago,” he said, “I was in Jerusalem, where I witnessed the great 
work that Jews had accomplished, and I convinced myself that there prevails i” 
your people: a strong and tenacious will. Hence you will succeed, for your 
ambitions are most legitimate. When that day comes, there will no longer be @ 
Jewish question, for Christian prejudices will have ceased to exist.”

The death occurred last Sunday in Philadelphia, while on a visit, of Mr. 
aes Fels, the well-known millionaire soap manufacturer and land-tax reforme: 
Mr. Fels, who was of Jewish birth. and 
came from America, was an arden; 
follower of the late Mr. Henry George 
He was profoundly convinced that the 
only way which :the misery 
poverty could permanently be mitigated 
was by the unlocking of the land for 
the use of the people, and it. was with 
this end in view that he advocated, in 
season and out of, season, thé taxatir 
of land ‘values, devoting many thousands 
of pounds annually to propaganda work 
throughout the world. Mr. Fels wa: 
the founder of the Vacant Land Cultiva 
tion Society, and‘ developed the little 
village of :Mavland, in Essex.

Levine of Jaffa, in a letter to the JEWISH CHRONICLE, made the assertion that the

teachers were wounded. The statement is an invention. It is true that the Turkish 
_ police sought to keep order, in the streets against ‘all disturbing elements that 
endeavoured by force to take the children out of the Hilfsverecin schools. That 
would have been done by the police of any civilised State, for it is their duty to 
maintain public order. This would happen in London as well as in Berlin. and it is 
fortunate for the futureof Palestine thatin Jerusalem also the elements which make for 
orderly citizenship are not lacking. But it is a fairy tale to- state that on this 
_ occasion any teacher was wounded. This is an example that may suffice td show 
the extent to which the happenings in Jerusalem and Jaffa have been exaggerated 
Let us leave the past to itself as-a sorry page of our history.” :

All the Hilfsvercin schools in Palestine are in full working order, with the 
exception of one single mixed school in Haifa, which, in any case, would be replaced 
in afew months by the technical school. :

‘a development which, though thousands of years old, will not have lost to the

They are Spanish Jews, Jews from Bagdad and Aleppo, from Bokhara; ¥ 
from Kurdistan, from Rumania and Russia; élements with an absolute lack ot 3 
culture and elements of high civilisation. A large number are beggars, a few | . 4% 
only are in comparatively comfortable circumstances, and a still smaller numbe1 
are rich. They are separated by religious differences; separated by the most 
different ‘of educations, by their diverse languayes,.and there are many who 
seek the land for a short while, and, dissatisfied, go elsewhere. A population thus 
composed cannot possess the foundations of culture. A population like this must 
first be slowly blended, must first be anchored to the land, it must create traditions, 
and for all this time is necessary.” | 

Surely the sort of population that would be unified by a common language ? 

Certainly. A common language would form a factor towards this goal. 
importance of the Hebrew language has never been denied by my friends or myself. 
But the language is not the only: and all-important factor in the problem. — It is 
just as important that the Jewish population of the East should progress socially, .. 
and on this point. my friends and 1 are emphatic. We believe that an educa- 
tion must not be provided which may. render the’ social progress of ‘the coming 
veneration difficult, and we were opposed to the unsystematic application of Hebrew 
instruction.. We were.so opposed. because we discovered that’ the better educated 
in Hebrew would become badly fitted for life owing to the lack of Hebrew text- 
books, because of the inadequacy of Hebrew instruction ; and because these young 
peaple possessing a knowledge of Hebrew, but not a sufficient Knowledge ot! 
an important modern language, would not.be able to help on the social 
ascent of our coreligionists in the East. Whoever disregards these important 
factors follows a dangerous “ Phantasmagoria’ which will not help us to approach 
the desired goal but which will lead to deceptions and finally to a collapse.” | a 

Does all this apply to such ‘an institution as the Technical School ? 

“A technical middle school and a Teciinicum. which do not produce good 
artisans; which are without suitable technical teachers and which lack text-books 
form without doubt nothing better than ‘a suicidal experiment which must fail. 


But it is possible through the. medium of one of the great modern. languages 


produce a good class of artisan who at the same time will possess a command of 
the Hebrew language, and this is the goal for which my friends and IJ are striving. 
Chauvinism,” went-on Dr. Nathan, *‘is much more dangerous in its machinations 
and will force education in Palestine into. the wrong direction.

rated. This is a danger with which we are threatened by the Christian and 
Mohammedan populations of Palestine, and must be heeded. It is fostered by 
elements which, by:sheer terrorism, have warred against our own well-being, and 
are naturally dangerous. If this development continues and becomes. stronger - 
there will be a tatastrophe in Palestiné. And these fanatical Jewish Nationalist 
circles in Palestine have caused this—they have internally torn Jewry into cross

and Mohammedans.” | : 

Hardly an inspiriting prospect ? - 

‘‘This is, no doubt, a bad beginning for the creation of a new Jewry to be 
the bearers of a characteristic culture. A stop should be put promptly to this q 
danger before bitter experience forces us to turn back.”

“This heavy task is incumbént upon the various elements which compose 
Zionism,” said Dr. Nathan in conclusion.

A Plea for Generous Common-sense. 
To THE Epiror.—From “ TEMPLAR.” 
Sik,--With praiseworthy impartiality you decline to commit yourself as to the 


‘respective merits of the two interesting reports which were the subject of so illumi- ° 


nating a discussion at Jews’ College last week. But I do not think that there can 


be much doubt that, in spite of the opinion of the Chief Rabbi, the suggestion that 


the College should be removed to Oxford or Cambridge is not worthy of serious 
attention. 
There isa curious kink in the minds of many of our self-elected leaders. They 
seem to imagine that the Jewish Ministry is to be compared to the Church of 
England. Hence the garb adopted, the insistence on an Oxford or Cambridge 
training and the continual references to the social and intellectual ‘atmosphere ” 
of these groves of learning. The Jewish Church is a Free Church, we must go for 
our precedents. to Nonconformity, not to Anglicanism, and such names as Mac Laren, 
Collier, Spurgeon, Price-Huges, Dale, Cliftord, and Barrett are proof enough that 
a man does not require the adventitious aids of the Minority Report to attain a 
world-wide reputation as a true and faithful servant of his Church. | 
We are content with less, why, then, do we demand more? To hear some 
gentlemen hold forth on the social advantages of being an Oxonian or a“ Tab” 
one would imagine that the Loders, Vincents, and the Athenaum were waiting to 
elect the students of Jews’ College en bloc. If the students do not participate in 
the social life of University College—which, I understand, affords many opportu- 
nities of intercourse with their Christian fellow students—how can they hope to 
penetrate into the chilling and expensive atmosphere that prevails round the Isis 
and the Cam?

university training—in the “ minority” sense of the term—is, with all due respect, 
entirely erroneous. Manchester and Russia made Dr. Asher what he was. I speak 
at first hand when I say that he found Cambridge most uncongenial, and he con- 
fessed that that was the least happy part of his academic career. 

It was, however, left to Mr. Green to make the most remarkable contribution 
to the debate.

An argument much used was that the removal of the College to Oxford or 
Cambridge would attract a better class, socially speaking. I hope our young men 
are not of the same type as the enthusiastic chaplain who was: expatiating on the 
advantages of his work in India. ‘You think, then,” said a devout Fellow, with 
whom he was dining in Hall, “that India ‘1s a good field ? ”.. “Good! I should 
think so,” was the enthusiastic reply. “ Why,. you start on four hundred a. year.” 
But can we expect young men of good standing, who have had an expensive educa- 
tion,. to enter a miserably paid profession, which does not even afford social 


advantages, and in which the chances of advancement are practically nil, for the , 


-€xquisite reason that they are to receive their training at, Oxford or Cambridge 
Jews' College was founded to furnish Jewish Rabbis. London University has 
a reputation for learning second to none. — The failure of the College does not lie 
in. its surroundings, nor can‘it be attributed to its teaching.. The whole fault lies in 
the fact that it is most inadequately supported and that it is the continual object of 
criticism by gentlemen who can remedy everything if they regarded the ministerial 
profession with an interest equal to the fervour with which they criticise it. Unlike 
many prominent members of our’ comniunity, I. am neither an admirer nor a 
student of the'New Testament, but one text is quite worthy of our respectful atten- 
tion, labourer: is worthy of: his hire.” , 
memoranda, debates, what you will, will’bring us no nearer to our. desired object 
an Anglo-Jewish Rabbinate. We shall only get ‘the meh. we want when we 
possess enough generous common sense. to relieve our Ministers from sordid 
financial anxiety’ and enable them to concentrate solely on that. spiritual work 


which, to their credit, they do so well.

Owing, however, to the new arrangements -of 
the balance-sheet; the sum of £15,093: must: be increased by £327 from the 
Behrend Fund, and -£62 deducted from the contributions of the orphan - aid 
societies. Thus the total expenditure of the Institution was brought up in reality to 
$15,578. These alterations did not disturb the ordinary deficit, which stood as the 
Legacies figured at £3,058, as against £2,005; 
4600 was received in the past year in connection with the last appeal, and there 
were additions of £102 to the'D. QO. Henriques Fund, the interest of which was used 
to thé advantage of former beneficiaries of the Charities. As to-the extraordinary 
expenditure, over £1,400 was spent in.structural alterations at the Orphanage. ‘He 
pointed out that their balance of £4,000 on deposit at the Standard Bank of South 


Africa was outweighed by a debt of £4,200 to their bankers, and the closing balances 


of some 41,300 were offset by trade liabilities of 41,025. In conclusion, the Treasurer 
remarked that the beginning of 1914 found them at the end of their financial! resources, 


| but that was only what was anticipated when the last appeal for funds was made. 


The £20,000 contributed on that occasion was sufficient to pay off their indebted 
ness at the time, and to carry them on for two years.. Those two years had now 


-passed, and the institution would be compelled to turn for help to its bankers 


The period of their next appeal must depend largely on the measure of suppor 
afforded by the community during the current.year, and for that support he could 
but earnestly appéal on: behalf of the four hundred children entrusted to their care.

Norwood, Mr. Felix A. Davis, the senior Vice-President, has again presided over the 
deliberations of the General and House Committees, and thanks are due to him for the 
able manner in which he has carried out the heavy work which has devolved upon him. 
Mr. Wolf Harris, who has for some years been an active worker in the‘interests of the 
Institution and has given great assistance in many ways, has been élected a Vice-President. 
The Asylum has lost a great friend by the death of Mr. Isaac Davis, who for some year= 
was a Vice-President. Mention is made of his munificent benefactions. The mai" 
Institution affords accommodation for 196 boys and 163 girls. The Gabriel Home has 
housed 28 boys and 22 girls. During 1913, 68 children were admitted, whilst 30 boys 
and 24 girls left Norwood. In addition tothe above, 12 aged pensioners receive £3! 4s. 
per annum. each in addition to an allowance for clothing in accordance with the origina! 
scheme of the Charity. . There has been an increase'in the number of applications unde! 
the Paupers’ Removal Acts, mostly dealing with double orphans, and toavoid any unnécessai y 
delay in securing their admission the Committee have empowered the Honorary Officers 
to deal with such applications without awaiting a meeting of the General Committee 
The Committee are happy to record that another year has passed free of any epidemic ! 
illness. The health of the children has been excellent, and this again is largely due to 
the constant care of the Headmaster and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Kaizer. Hebrew and 
religious training continue to receive great attention, and the Rev. Walter Levin, who 
acts as examiner, has again expressed his satisfaction with the results of the work carried 
on at Norwood. In celebration of his silver wedding Mr. Felix A. Davis inaugurated a

Recently, this long-felt want took some practical shape. Meetings, convened by 
Mr. S. Lubelski, have been held, of representative Jewish residents of the localities 
in question, to consider the situation.’ After protracted deliberations, various 
resolutions were adopted, and it was, decided that representations, in accordance 
with the decisions arrived ‘at, should be made to the proper authorities. 

Last Sunday, at a meeting of the’ Council of the Great Synagogue, Mr. A. 
Feldman in the Chair, the Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A., moved that a recommenda-

A correspondent of a local paper writing about the changes in East London 
during the past thirty years, hastens to correct the impression of a previous writer 
that the manners of this part of the Metropolis have shown: unqualified deteriora 
tion. He points out that the extensive middle-class which lived and flourished here 
in mid-Victorian times has. largely disappeared.. .They'are to be found anywhere — 
from Golder; s Green to British Columbia , others have passed beyond recall. But 
all was not so smug and highly respectable then.. There were ever so many evils to

Streets aré much more sober, and outwardly more. moral than. they used to 
he.” .What, he asks, was“Oxford ‘Street thirty or forty years ago’? ‘‘ Hardly 
respectable,” is his reply.

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PRIZE DISTRIBUTIONS. 


STOKE NEWINGTON SYNAGOGUE HEBREW CLASSES. 

The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Stoke Newington Classes was 
held at the Classrooms, Shacklewell Lane, last Sunday. Mr. FRANK I. LYONS presided, 
and Mrs. Hillier Holt, who was the recipient of a beautiful bouquet, distributed the prizes. 

Rabbi HARRIS COHEN read the examiner’s report, which in part states -— | 

The numbers at the paid classes stand at their usual average of about 100; but whilst 
the lower divisions are overcrowded, the upper class has only five pupils. Now that the 
inspection has taken place, there will be a general moving up from the lower to the upper 
classes,'and a more even classification will thereby be secured. . The difficulty of new 
children joining the classes at all times of the year still exists. But notwithstanding this 
drawback, a remarkable amount of work is covered. This is particularly the case with 
Classes II. and III., and it is not mere quantity’that is satisfactory ; the quality of the 
translation, too, is excellent. It seems apity that, presumably owing to lack of funds, it 
is impossible to carry on the Hebrew and religious teaching of the children beyond 
Class IV., a standard which the. pupils sometimes reach at a-comparatively early age~ 
eleven or twelve years—too young for them to join the advanced classes in the neighbour- 
hood. Some provision ought to be made’ locally, or in conjunction with other educational 
agencies, by which these young ‘boys and. girls might cgntinue their work without having: 
to remain in the.same class for several years... The Committee jis urgently requested to 
give consideration to this recommendation, and to let the Union have the results of their 
observations.

. StR,—-Now that, Motor Vehicles predominate the London traffic, I fear the. 
public have forgotten that there are still a large number of horses and donkeys. 
which meet with accidents in our busy thoroughfares and require the aid of the 
Horse Ambulance of Our Dumb Friends' League. Last year these Ambulances, . 
seventeen of which are at work, picked up just upon 1,500 injured horses, ponies 
and donkeys, the unfortunate victims of street accidents. pee Maes, 
To carry out this work the Ambulances depend entirely upon voluntary 

subscriptions. No charge is made for:a street accident case, although the owner 
of the animal is notified of the cost to the-Society, in case he may be able and 
willing. to refund the amount, and a large portion..of the income of the Horse 
Ambulance’ Fund is derived from this source. But very many of the animals 
picked up are the.property of poor men whose horses or donkeys represent their 
-chief assets in business, and these animals depend entirely on a generous public 
for their relief in times of accident and disablement. | 

_ Although the fallen horse is less conspicuous than, it was fourteen years ago,’ 
when the first Ambulance was started by the League, it is none the less an object. 
of pity and sympathy, and I would ask for this sympathy to be expressed by 
an influx of subscriptions and donations to the Horse Ambulance Fund, which is 
at present very much.in need of public.support.

Sketches from Egypt and Palestine. 

Every thoughtful observer who visits these countries feels impelled to publish 
his impressions, and the brevity and accuracy of the writer usually bear an inverse 
elation to his enthusiasm. In most cases the result consists of superficial accounts 
and travellers’ hasty letters, which have but an ephemeral interest and require little 
comment. This is not the case with Dr. Kaminka, of Vienna, whose letters home

m. 2). Dr. Kaminka, itis true, writes as a traveller, and he mentions many things which 
strike the visitor on the first occasion of his treading the holy soil. But the pilgrim 
varb cannot conceal the fact that he also writes as a scholar, as a Rabbi, and as a 
Jionist. The most important feature of his book is its straightforwardness. He 
-onceals nothing, but speaks with perfect freedom, giving blame or praise wherever 
ie thinks necessary.

Babylonian Oil Magic. 
The fifth of the Jews’ College Publications is an essay by Dr. Samuel Daiches, 
entitled, ‘‘ Babylonian Oil Magic in the Talmud and in the later Jewish Literature,” 


| The essay is worthy of the standard of learning which not only readers of he 


series but all who are acquainted with the scholarship of the author would expect. 
As may be inferred from the title, the use of oil in antiquity is illustrated by 
numerous passages from the Bible, Assyriological and other sources. Perhaps Dr. 
Daiches lays too much stress on the “ magical” use; the original medical properties 
must not be ignored. It is very often difficult to draw a line between the two. 
Thus in the Maklu text cited on page four, the therapeutic qualities of oil.seem to 
be more prominent than the mystical or religious. The Talmudic references are 
strikingly illuminated by the Babylonian passages, but a perfect mine of texts is 
found among Dr. Gaster’s.collection of Refu'oth and Seguloth In dealing with 


all these later Hebrew charms, the important point is to be clear as to their extent 


and frequency. In other words, is it correct to call them Jewish? Foreign super 
stitions taken up by ignorant people and observed, more or less in secret, scarcely 
‘acquire the right to be termed “Jewish.” ©The sporadic prevalence of 
practices condemned by the catholic. body can, after all, not — suffice 
to secure their admission into ‘the fold. In the case of the later

Dr. Pool urges that simplicity is important and that “preaching” is 
undesirable. The moral should be suggested by the teacher, but the child should. 
be left to draw the proper conclusion by himself. The concrete appeals. more to’ 
a child than.the abstract. His imagination: should neither be suppressed nor 


the characters. The American school child says: ‘We Americans beat the 
British.” Similarly Jewish children should have infused into them a self-identifi- 
cation with their Jewish past. The teacher should not say: * Was it not brave 
of the Children of Israel? . . . but‘ was it not brave of us?’” In England we are 
prone to over eniphasise the question of miracles, either insisting on their entire 
omission, or going to the other extreme. Dr. Pool points out that the child has 
very little, if any, difficulty with them. For him they are inherent in nature. The 


“child should be left. to his.own development, and the place of miracles in ‘his 


teaching should be strictly confined to proportionate limits. “ Kationalizing 
explanations are as out of place as they are usually incorrect or absurd. But the 
teacher must be on his guard that he does not teach as miracles happenings which 
the Bible tells of as purely natural. Above all, the fundamental truth to be made 
clear is that the miraculous element in the story is not the central and essential 
element. © For instance; the greatness of. Elijah rests not on his miracles but on his 
heroic’ struggle for God against Baal.” Dr. Pool also pleads for the use of illus- 
trative objects to make the narrative real. English classes are very deficient in 
such material. Further, memorizing should not be confined to dates, etc., but 
should include suggestive Hebrew phrases and verses. Dr. Pool’s essay is worthy 
of close attention. If his remarks were generally adopted, many difficulties would

Neginoth 

The Musical Times of January Ist contains an interesting article by Mr. 
Arthur Friedlander on the ‘‘ Hebrew Accents and Jewish Music,” in which he 
explains the meaning and origin of terms and signs. The oldest musical symbols 
were called Neums, a term said to be an abbreviation of Nota Romana, and Mr 
Friedlander suggests that the real etymology may be the Hebrew root VY, Necima 
being used in Megilla 32a, apparently in the sense of chanting. After showing the 
similarity of some of the Neginoth to these Neums in form, Mr. Friedlander 
develops his main theory that the chants, as practised by Ashkenazim, have affinity to 
the Ambrosian mode of cantillation. This discovery is as original as it 1§ inter- 
esting’ The provenance of many tunes--at least of such as have any pretensions 
to antiquity—is so doubtful that Mr. Friedlander is, indeed, to be congratulated on 
having thrown some much‘desired light on a corner of an obscure subject.
